My Coufln Teter Newcome was fitting in his 
Chamber on the upper Fioor of the Houle, look- 
ing towards the Fire, when he plainly percciv'd the 
Hearth of his Chimney to be moved ; and imme- 
diately felt the Chamber rock three or four times 
from Weft to Eaft but heard no Koiic^ as at the 
time of that Shock fch on the 8th, 

Being much fuiprifcd, he was running down- 
flairs, and there met with one of the Maid Servants^ 
who was running in a great iright out of another.
